The complaint is a. direct arraign-

The 
assault was entirely unprovoked and 
Cole served a jail term for it 


He has been frequently arrested for 


minor offenses and several years ago 
was in the circuit court for assault 
and battery with intent to kill. At 
that time he had an ax with which he 
attempted to kill a negro, on Chicago 
street. The sentence suspended over 
him here was brought about by his 
promise to go to South Bend and stay 
there. He represented that he had 
work in one of the big manufacturing 
establishments.

Webster attempted to use. ihe fluid 
in kindling a lire early today three 
persons—father, 
mother 
and

sou—were burned to death and their 
frightfully charred bodies were later 
dragged from the ruins of their home, 
which was completely destroyed by 
the fire which followed. 


The dead: 
Charles Webster. 27. 
Mrs. Charles Webster. 31. 
Lee 'Webster, 2. 
Two little daughters of the family 


fled in their night-clothing from the 
burning house and escaped in safety, 
^he distressing affair is altogether 
one of the most shocking accidents 
that 
ever 
occurred 
in 
Kosciusko 


county, and it has tremendously stir- 
red the entire community. 


The scene of the terrible affair was 


three-fourths of a mile south of this 
place, where Webster and his family 
lived upon a rented farm. The house 
was an old frame structure, two stor- 
ies in height, which had been erected 
in 1S61. and once in the grasp of the 
names it was licked up. before assist- 
ance, which was summoned, could 
reach the spot. 


Can of Oil Exploded. 


Mrs. Webster arose at 6:30 o'clock 


this morning to begin the work of the 
day, 
leaving her husband and little 


son. Lee, asleep in the room which 
she had just left Two litle daughters 
of the famikly—Dollie, aged 10. and 
Nora, aged 4, were asleep in another 
room. 


The mother undertook to kindle the 


fire in the kitchen stove, using kero- 
sene oil for the purpose. In all prob- 
ability the precise details of the acci- 
dent will never be ascertained, for all 
who could tell the circumstances lost 
their lives in the flames. It is known, 
however, that the can of oil exploded 
as tha mother held it above the stove. 
The flames quickly enveloped her, 
seized upon her garments and in hor- 
ror she ran screaming for assistance 
into the room where her husband anc 
little son lay asleep.

the unequal struggle 
with 
the fire 


which spread with awful rapidity until 
husband, wife and little son were un- 
able to make their escape from the 
little room and all went down to a 
frightful death by suffocation, ending 
in the cremation of their bodies when 
the flames seized upon the house and 
swept it to destruction. 


Neighbors summoned by the screams 


df the two little daughters lost no 
time in hurrying to the Webster home, 
but they were too late to be of assist- 
ance. 
The entire house was a mass 


of seething flames, and efforts to drag 
the victims from the seething furnace 
were 
futile. 
The 
horror-stricken, 


friends could only 
stand 
helplessly 


and witness the complete destruction 
of the farm house, together with all 
its contents. 


Bodies Are Recovered. 


When the smoking ruins had cooled 


sufficiently to permit it, the charred 
bodies of the 
three 
victims 
were 


dragged 
from 
the 
coals, so badly 


burned as to be hardly recognizable as 
those of human beings. Funeral serv- 
ices will be held tomorrow, and the 
remains of father, mother and little 
.son will be 
laid 
away in a single 


grave. 
The rumor was current that there 


was a can of gasoline in the house 
and that in her hurry to kindle the 
fire Sirs. Webster had gotten hold of 
this "instead of the can of kerosene oil. 
The rumor, however, cannot be con- 
firmed.

has been carrying road making mate- 
rial for just half the rates charged by 
Ohio roads where they have the mat- 
ter of rates making in their own 
hande.

"Many will be 
surprised to hear that brick roads are 
being made in the country. There is 
one In Columbiana county, one in Tus- 
carawas and one in Muskingur.i.

In my opinion the -brick road is 
certain to supersede the macadam road 
wlierever crashed stone is difficult to 
get and paving brick are cheap."

a medical student. In searching his 
apartments they found a number o£ 
letters and papers which resulted in 
the arrest of thirty republicans. 


Bettencourt lives in the tenement 


district ot tho city and his rooms 
have been the headquarters for agi- 
tators. 
The explosion took place in 


Bettencourt's room. 
The shock was 


terrific and when the police rushed 
in tho room was a wreck. 
They 


made a hasty search and found many 
papers threatening to the king and 
premier. 


Wholesale arrests are expected as 


a result of tho accidental explosion. 
Those arrested yesterday will be 
tried in secret. They will be either 
executed or exiled. 
They were sent 


on board ships and placed under 
heavy guard.

Had the explosion not occurred 


yesterday the king would certainly 
have been assassinated, at least' this 
is the opinion of the police.

Morgan arrived here yesterday from 
England on the steamship Oceanic 
and by a coincidence his yacht, ihe 
Corsair, which Jeft Southampton four 
days in advance of the liner, entered 
the port at the same time. 
The two 


vessels which had come 
so many 


thousands of miles, met just off Bed- 
loe's Island, and there it was that 
Captain Porter, in command of 
the 


Corsair, fulfilled the promise made to 
the financier before he left British 
shores: 


"I shall salute you in New York 


harbor." 


The movements of the vessels had 


been 
synchronized as 
exactly 
as 


though Ihe two had been moved by 
clockwork across the Atlantic to the 
center of New York bay. 


The performance of the Corsair was 


all the more remarkable, because, ex- 
cept for one day only one boiler had 
been used. 


Mr. Morgan was on the deck of the 


Oceanic parrying the inquiries of the 
newspaper men who were endeavoring 
to get his

stopped suddenly and his face was 
wreathed in smiles. 


"Why, there's Porter," he exclaimed. 


''He has made good." 


He then told the reporters what the 


captain had said about saluting him 
in New York harbor. 
Mr. Morgan 


went to the rail and waved his hand- 
kerchief, and as the 
Corsair 
came 


nearer he called to the master:, 


"You have made good."

otherwise, Mr. Morgan had little to 
say- He merely smiled and remarked 
that he never gave preliminary inter- 
views.

Mr. Morgan hastened to his yacht, 
where he warmly congratulated Cap- 
tain Porter.

"It was indeed a surprise to see you 


here," he said. 
"I did not expect you 


so soon." 


"This is a conspiracy, captain," said 


J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr. 


W. W. Lyons, chief examiner for 


the custom house, supervised the ex- 
amination of the twenty-nine trunks 
and other pieces of baggage which 
Mr. Morgan had brought with him and 
Inspector William Tierney was the 
staff officer in charge. 
After a talk 


with the captain about the trip of the 
Corsair Mr. Morgan left the pier and 
went to his Wall street office, where 
he arrived shortly after 3 o'clock. He 
will be at his city house for a day or 
so and then will go to his home at 
Highland Falls, up the Hudson. 


No Reason for Depression. 


H. C. Frick while in New York city 


said the business of the United States 
Steel corporation was holding up in a 
manner that was gratifying. 
As to 


general conditions Mr. Frick said: 


"I find nothing in underlying condi- 


tions to warrant the apparent great; 
lack of confidence in business general- 
ly which now seems prevalent. 
If 


there is anything to justify that feel- 
ing in trade conditions I do not see it. 


"I can understand the vague but 


real unsettlement of sentiment created 
by current agitation against corpora- 
tion/, but this is, in a measure, apart 
from real conditions and is capable of 
correction. 
I believe myself and al- 


ways have in the correction of abuses, 
whether corporate or individual, - but 
I feel that such care should be exer- 
cised in doing this that only the 
wrongdoer should suffer. 


Warning for the Future. 


"Now that the government is de- 


termined to enforce laws hitherto dor- 
mant, would it not be well that 
actions of the past, sanctioned by cus- 
tom and usage at that time, should 
not be called into question under the 
new order of things, but. that such 
activity as the government has shown 
should" be taken as evidence of its in- 
tentions as to the managements of all 
corporations. 


"Of course, where corporations are 


still acting outside of the law, un- 
knowingly, it is to be expected that 
they should be set right, but I am 
sure that it can be accomplished /with- 
out harm to anyone and without the 
least injury to credit if the situation 
be properly and intelligently handled 
by the administration."

the tremendous 
railroad, industrial 


and commercial development of the 
last ten years, which has 
brought 


about capital requirements largely in 
excess of the ability of the country to 
supply.- Europe, finding itself in a 
similar position to the United States, 
has been unable to extend us any con- 
siderable credit or to place at our dis- 
posal surplus funds such as has been 
its wont to invest so largely in Amer- 
ican securities in times of depression. 


"Moreover, to a great extent it has 


been overlooked that the Russian-Jap- 
anese war and the 
San 
Francisco 


earthquake have destroyed an enor- 
mous amount of wealth, which sooner 
or later had to make itself felt. Nor 
has the factthat both Japan ^nd China 
have now entered into competition 
for the surplus capital of the world 
been given sufficient attention. 


Necessity for Curtailment. 


"No other remedy for this state.of 


affairs appears to he possible than at 
least a temporary reduction in our ac- 
tivities until the country's capital and 
credit facilities again have reached a 
point sufficient for its volume of busi- 
ness. 


"I believe railroad managers in gen- 


eral have already recognized the ne- 
cessity for curtailment, but manufac- 
turers and merchants appear to be be- 
hind in this. The sooner these two 
recognize the imprudence of continu- 
ing at the present pace, the more cer- 
tain they will save themselves from 
loss and the nearer we shall come 
to the end of the present unsatisfac- 
tory state of affairs." 


Asked whether he thought the attir 


tude of the federal administration to- 
ward corporations . was justified and 
had anything -to do with present con- 
ditions, Mr. Schiff said: 


"President'Roosevelt is certainly not 


to blame for .the many abuses in cor- 
porate management which have devel- 
oped'and ;which ne.has the courage to 
lay barer'. At present, it is true, we 
have to-suffer in consequence of. the 
president's uncompromising attitude, 
but posterity is certain'to profit by.it. 
It is regrettable, however, th-t no ef- 
fort has 'thiis far been made on the 
part of the government to reach an 
understanding with the corporations 
through which the necessity for these 
harassing prosecutions may cease. 


Business Practices Wrong. 


'The abuses and illegal acts which 


it is no\y sought to punish were com- 
mitted in years' gone by and resulted 
as much from business practices which 
at the time were very general as from 
the intention to do wrong. To inflict 
extreme punishment now for wrong 
practices committed from two to five 
years ago, lookn too much like origi- 
nating in other motives than in the 
desire to safeguard the future, which 
should be, and-probably is,, the real 
nurpose. 


'It would no doubt tend toward a ro- 


establishment of better conditions if 
prosecutions were to cease with' the 
mderstanding that violations of the 
law on -he part of the corporations 
will hereafter se relentlessly punished, 
both as far 'as the corporation and its 
executive officers are concerned; that 
established concerns which for years 
bave carried on their business unmo- 
lested shall not now be sought to be 
dissolved, but that hereafter 
no in- 


corporations will be permitted which, 
in the opinion of the department of 
justice, would even tend .toward a re- 
straint of trade and commerce. 


"Nothing, however, will so 
thor- 


oughly prevent the 
building up of 


great monopolies and - the accumula- 
:ion of the vast fortune? the existence 
of which is at the bottom of the pre- 
vailing social unrest than a sound 
and sensible revision of the tariff. 
It 


is right that American industry and 
»e American workingman be protect- 
ed against undue foreign competition, 
out it cannot be right to compel the 
American consumer to 
pay a vast 


profit to the manufacturer where the

wrought about present conditions are 
to be. permanently eradicated."

Tewksbury, the sanitarium at Pem- 
broke, N. H.. the newly completed 
State hospital in Maryland and other 
hospitals. The next two weeks will 
be taken up with this trip. 


The commission has eliminated from 


further consideration all sites except 
those in six counties. The counties 
which still stand a chance of landing 
the hospital are Franklin, Putnam, 
Brown, Monroe, Lawrence and Miami 
counties. 


H. E. Barnard, state pure food and 


drug commissioner, has advised the 
commission that the water supply at, 
the hospital should equal 200 gallons 
a day for each patient.

London, Aug. 22.—There was hanged 


at Wandsworth-prison recently a man 
who. considering all the circumstanc- 
es of the case, deserves a place on 
the dishonorable roll of the world's 
great poisoners. 


Richard Brinkley was only a work- 


ing carpenter, -with no education to 
speak of and 
few opportunities cf 


studying or experimenting with deadly 
drugs, yet. he had succeeded, despite 
these and many other disadvantages, 
in developing poisoning to a fine art. 


He was tried for the murder of two 


persons by placing prussic acid in the 
stout which they drank. The bever- 
age v.'as not intended for the unfor- 
tunate victims who drank it, but for 
another man, whose testimony went 
a long way to obtain Brinkley's- con- 
viction. 


Since the trial it has developed that 


fourteen years ago an inquest was 
held upon a girl who, the jury found, 
had commuted suicide, the evidence 
showing that if she did so it was with 
arsenic taken by her from a box in 
Brinkley's room. In this box were 
found prussic acid, arsenic, strychnine 
and choloroform, I..1 which Brinkley 
accounted by the story that he was en- 
gaged in chemical research in connec- 
tion with photography and electrical 
engineering. The acquisition' of such 
a deadly armamentarium by a murder- 
ously minded individual affords 
a 


striking commentary upon the work- 
ing of the English laws regulating the 
sale of poisons. 


Brinkley was evidently a man who 


had obtained some knowledge of -poi- 
sons, and it seems probable that he 
had studied them with the deliberate 
intention of using them criminally^ for 
after he had denied this in cross-ex- 
amination a piece of paper which had 
been found in his possession was put 
into his hand by Tspunsel. It contained 
the following note: "Nitrate of silver 
with ordinary water will turn the wa- 
ter milky, but if put into distilled wa- 
ter the water undergoes no change." 


It was suggested by the prosecution 


that this information was intended to 
be used in order to administer poison 
to an unsuspecting victim. Brinkley's 
explanation was that a specialist had 
supplied him with it as a test ior dis- 
tilled water, as he tBrinkley) always 
drank distilled' water at home and 
wished to be able to ascertain wheth- 
er the druggist was really providing 
him with this somewhat unusual'bev- 
erage for a. working carpenter. 


Just before his execution Brinkley 


wrote a letter to his solicitor, which 
is a curiosity in its way. It contains 
teh following passages, ill written and 
misspelled: 
/ 


'"yhere is none of us likes to go 


before it pleases God to call us. for, 
by whoso authority I am put to death, 
it will he murder. I don't know what 
else to call it. But I have lived a 
righteous and sober life, so if it is 
God's will I am prepared to meet Him 
any time, and know I am innocent of 
these four people's death. I do appeal 
for1 mercy from the capital charge un- 
til the Mistry which surrounds these 
poor people's deth. 
Whether they 


committed suicide or not I can not 
teli. I wish I could, but I believe I 
could if I had time again. 
Good bye.

Arrested for Insanity Once. 


Encouraged by this, Peyton re- 


turned to the attack, and it was not a 
week until he was arrested 
again, 


this time on charges filed before the 
commissioners in lunacy. The com- 
missioners looked him over and decid- 
ed that he was insanely in love with 
Miss Homan but otherwise sane, and 
dismissed the charge. 


As soon as he was at liberty Pey- 


ton's first act was to propose again to 
Miss Homan. 
This time the girl 


sought the protection of the civil 
courts and secured an injunction from 
Ju4ge McVey prohibiting the jeweler 
from making love to her. Peyton de- 
fied the injunction, proposed again, 
and was promptly arrested for con- 
tempt. He was released on a promise 
to quit proposing to the girl, but in- 
side of two days forgot his promise 
and was arrested again. 
This time 


he was charged with stopping the girl 
on the street and asking her to be his 
wife. Then another injunction was is- 
sued prohibiting Peyton from talking 
to the girl on the street, and he was 
released again. 


Peyton wasn't discouraged: Within 


a week he had proposed to the girl 
three times over the telephone. An- 
other injunction was issued, this time 
by Judge Howe, preventing him from 
doing that. 


Court Demands Explanation. 


The next time Peyton met Miss Ho- 


ir.nn she was walking in the street 
with 'William Clement, another suitor 
for 
her 
hand. 
Peyton promptly 


knocked Clement down. He was fined 
for that, and another injunction was 
issued prohibiting him from interfer- 
ing with Miss Roman's friends. Pey- 
ton got reckless then and broke in- 
junctions right and left, making love 
to Miss Homan every time he got a 
chance, personally, by letter, and over 
the telephone. 


Finally Judge Howe got tired of is- 


suing injunctions and ordered a court 
inquiry into Peyton's love affair. Pey- 
ton was put on the stand and declared 
Miss Homan and he were engaged, 
but that her mother objected to the 
marriage. He admitted the girl had 
filed the various charges against him, 
but said it had been at the solicita- 
tion of her mother—that she really | 
loved him—but to keep peace in the 
family had denied it at honie. He de- 
clared that all the time she had been 
meeting him secretly. 


Then Miss Homan took the stand.
